Any Juftice of 
Peace, itis true, has, by this Act, an Authority given 
him to commit to the next County Gaol, withour Bail 
or Mainprize, any Perfons that fhall be found, to the 
Number of three or more, armed with Fire-Atm., in 
order to be aiding and aflifting in the clandefline run- 
hing of Goods ; but then Information muft be made 
upon Oath, that fuch Perfons are aflembled tog *rher 
for fuch Purpoles, to warrant fach Juflice of Peace fo 
todo; and as fuch Offence is miade Felony, and the 
Perfons conviéted of it are to be tranfported for feven 
Years, in the fame Manner as other Felons are ap- 
pointed to be traniporied, by two Adis of Parliament, 
one made in the fourth, and the other inthe fixth Year 
of his late Majefty, this is no more than the Juttices of 
Peace have a Power to do, in all other Cafes, upon an 
Information upon Oath for Felony. 

Any Perfon likewife that is found lurking, or loi- 
tering, within five Miles of the Sea,, or a navigable 
River, and who there is Rezfon to fufpe& waits there 
with a Defign to aflift in the Smugling of Goods, may} 
after Information given upon Oath before a Juftice of 
Peace, be apprehended, and if he cannot give a fatif. 
factory Account of himéelf, his Calling or Employ- 
ment, the Juftice of Peace has a Power to fend him to 
the Houfe of Correction, to be whipt, and kept to 
hard Labour, for fuch Time as the Jujtice thai] think 
convenient, provided it does not exceed a Month : 
But neither does this Claufe give the Jultices of Peace 
any more Power, than they exercife every Day in the 
Cafe of Vagrants, and which the Act of Parliament 
made in the twelfth Year of the la‘e Queen impowers 
them to do, with this Difference, That by the twelfth 
of the Queen the Juftices may commit any Perfon to 
the Houte of Correction, to be whipt and kept to had 
Labour, merely for Vagrancy; but a Perfon cannot be 
apprehended by Virtue of this A&t, unlefs he is noe 
only proved to bea Vagrant, but alfo fufpecicd to be a 
Smugler ; for the Law etteems every Man a Vegrane 
who is found loitering and lurking from his Plse: of 
Habitation, and who can give no fatisfa€tory Account 
of himfelf, or of his Calling or Employment, which 
if fuch Perfon fo apprehended is able to do, the Ju’ e: 
muft difchatge him ; and if he has Time allow’d him 
to make his Innocence appear, and that he is not con 
cern’d in the Running of Goods, which he muft have 
upon Requeit, he is neither tobe whipt, nor kept to 
hard Labour; fo that he cannot be punith’d as a Va- 
grant, if he can acquit himfelf of being a Smugler. 

TuHese are the two principal Clauies which have 
occafioned moft Clamour againft this wife, indulgent, 
and neceflary Act ; but when the Objeétions that have 
been made to them, fhall be duly confidered, | really 
believe they will appear to be without Foundation.
